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Mong other Perſons of Reputation, whoſe Attions have gain» 
ed animmortaltFame in the World, ang that ſurprize with 
Wonder and Aſtoniſhment all that read the Relations of 
their extraordinary Atchievements, 'there is none More remarka-le 
than Don Q»4xore, the Subject of this Hiſtory, who was a Gentle- 
man that liv'd,in the ancient Village oF the-7:7cha in Sp.ih, a Man 
fo extreamly given up to the reading of Romances, and ſuch otler 
Books zs treated of Knight-Errantry , that at laſt he reſolved to pur 
it in praQtice himſelf, and make himfelf mare Renowned than thoſe 
Heroes he had read of in Romantick Legends ; of-whom he had fo 
arcat an Opinion that he always fpoke of *em with the-protfoundeſt 
Reyerence ; and took It very ill to hearany one queſtion the Truth 
of what had been recorded in their Praiſes : Yea, ſo great was his 
Credulity in theſe things, that he durſt engage for the Veracity of 
of the Hiſtory of Tom 7 henb is ſelf, It will not be very material by 
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trouble the Reader with a long Bed-roll of his Areeſtors, nor of thoſe 
Mannors. and Lordſhips which they left kin; which I cod never 
underſtand to be very great; for to ſay truth, his Family was but ſo,fo ; 
yet he kept a_working Servant to manage his Country Affiirs, and 
alſo an oJd,Woman, or'Governant, as is uſual in Sx, who had 
the care 6 Domeſtick concerns; beſides theſe, there was in his 
Family a young Plump Girl, under twenty, wizo was his Siſter's 
Davgtiter, nor mult 1 forget that he had an ofd Hot ſe, who never 
fail'd vim. in all his Noble Adventnres ; 25+ 1 ſhall have occaſion to 
mention hereafter. [iyiil'nor be anſyerable tog rhe Ffrniture of his 
Ccllar and his Pantry, Tet it'C flice char bis Half was plentifally accom. 
modated wi: h Swords, Pikes, ant Jzvclins, with Marrions,” Back 
and Breſt Pieces ; which, tho® by teaſon of diluſe they frere almoſt 
ſpoiPd with Ruſt and Cobwebs; 'yet this hinder'd hot, our Pers, 
when he came.to ſew the Wortdthe Prowels of bis dou;zhty Arm+ 
for he furbiſhed both Backand Bteaſt, -and' took his Grea rangift- 
ther's Basket-hilted Sword, and Lance alfo::"But the" greateſt thing 
wanting, Was an Helmet, which all bisftore cor1d not help him to ; 
and yet his good Fortune brought him ſomething that he made ſhift 
with in the room of it; and rhat wasa Muſty, Murrion, of which 
his Niece ſometimes npon agcaſion made a Chamber-pot ; this he ſo 
furniſhed, that with che help of a Braſs Potlid thathe gave a work- 
man to hammer a Beavcr out of it, he made a very good ſhift with, 
rivetting, or rather clouting it together : This*Don Quaixoze (for ſo 
is our New Koight-Errant tobe diſtinguiſh'd) clapped on his Head, 
and finding it cover'd his Ears, he made aggood: he had now gotten 
Armour of Proof to ſecure his Noddle (for I cann*t fay his Brains) 
from the Swords of thoſe Knights he meant to Encounter with, and 
the clubbs of thoſe Giants he defign'd to cut in Pieces; for you muſt 
know he had a mighty Antipathy againſt Giants, becauſe of their 
barbatous Cruelty to courteous Knights, and diſtreſſed Ladies. 

All things being now ready for hig ſetting out, he call'd for his 
truſty Steed, that he might confer pot! hima Name according to the 
cuſtom of former times in ſach cafes ; thar thepvor Beaſt, as well as 
himſelf,*might be immortaliz'd in Hiſtory and perhaps be as fam'd 
as Bucephalus, Boyardo, or Belicca, of 'whom there is ſuch advan- 
tagious Mention made in Hiſtory. And that he might give him a 
ſignificant Name, he calPd him Rez#:7re, whichin the Spaniſh Lange 
vage ſignifies a Horſe of Carriage, rot Lzbour ; which he having 
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pronounched Empharically, thought it ſounded with a very good 
Grace. But being.ready to mouat, he happily  betlio2ghe þimſelf 
that the moſt material thing was yet. wanting, and that way, a Lady 
ſo whoſe Shrine he might offer vp all lis Services : For tobe a Knight 
Errant, without an adored Lady, that mizhit reap the Advantage of 
of all kis mighty Atchievements, '» on'd look like a Pudding withouc 
Fat : For thu: did our Knight expoſtula'e.with hi1 ſelf: To what Pure 
poſe ſhowd I over throw ſom: famous Knight-Errant to the Groun!, of, 
ronf.u'd ſ me mighty Giant at a troke, that they may proftrate 0! the 
Earth 'mpl re my Alercy, if 1 have got no Miſt: ef who. ma” receive the 
K.nour of my Services? and whom the trembi'g Wretches this m.'y ſu;- 
plicate: lam the Famous Giant Corealiambro, the lately dreaded Lord 
of Ma'indr:nia, whom the Viftorious and ever-valiant K:.ight Don 
Quixote de la Hancha, has in one ſingle Combat over-come; an: by this 
brave unconquerable Worthy, am I enjoyn'd thus lowly on the Earth, 
to bow my {elf to you, as to the Soveraign Lady of hi: Heart, and 
to intreat-you ſo to order and diſpoſe of me as unco your lliuſtrious 
Lady ſhip ſhall ſeem moſt fir. © This, thought our mighty Hero, wou'd 
be worth ſceking out Adventures for. But now where he ſhou'd 
find a Miſtreſs worth all this*Toeil he was to undertake, was an Her- 
cu'ean Labour: But his propiticus Stars at laſt brought to his thovghts 
a. handſome Count ry Wench, whoſe Name was: #/0»/o 7 orenſa the 
Daughter of a Butcher, whom he believ*d (tho'he h:d ncyer ſeen 
her) by the report of his own Plow-man, to be a celebrated Beauty ; 
to her he was reſoly?d to pay the moſt ſir cere and laſting of his Vows ; 
only he thought her Name ſhou'd be new Vamp, that it might ſound 
at Icaſt. more like the Title of ſome mighty PriaceG ; knowing the 
ingle of a Name has a great matter in't z. and ſo he metamo: phos'd it 
into Dalcinea del Tobo/a, the latter part of it relating to the place of 
her Nativity : Thus chang'd, he fancy'd it to carry ſo Ha monious a 
ſound, bed ſcarce have chang'd it for tie Queen of Spain's. And 
therefore without ſecing her, Or telling ber cf his deſign, he without 
any more Co, all things being now adjuſted, ſet forward 1n tlie ſearch 
of Adventures. ; KT <4 
Scarce had Awore ulſher'd .in the Morning, but artir'd all Cap- a- 
p2a, and mo-ntcd upoa Roxingnte, Don Quizxoce travelidas his H (7 
wou'd, lezxd hm, aud had almoit »orn- out the Dzy, - without en- 
coming any thing of Notes and now the Shadow ; of the Evening 
692ming 02, himſelf and Rozinavre were equally fatigu*d ; the P_ 
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being long, an1 the Weather yery ſultry : when ls, 2s ht s gomud 
Stars wou'd have it, k&from 2 tifins Ground beheld an Inn, which 
he miſtaking for a Noble cattle, kept eicher by fome worthy KK: 127, 
or'elſe the Receptacle of ſame Gta, he_repair'd ihicher aut of 
hand; faacyirg the Chimaeys tobe Pinacles of p'iftering filver, «Ss 
being newly whicewall'd, 2:cording to the cuſtom of the Country ; 
that t-ey might be te caher ſeen vy Travellers, eſpeciaily when gt 
ſome diftaiice from them, 2nd be an invitation to *em to take up $'1Cir 
[ odging there, Ba*i-coming nearer and perceiving no Draw-bridge, 
nor deep Ditch, «Ss |.c expected, hegave a check to R'zirante, (who 
knew what the Place was better than his Viaſter and therefore wou'd 
fain baye been at it) to ſee if any Trumpet weu'd ſound, to give 
warning of his comirg ; but nothing zppearing but ewo Cougrtry 
Damſe!s, wbo had come thither on Pack-horſes, it being an Inn at 
which the Carriers of Sevi! took up their Stzge, R:251ante puſhing 
forward to 89 1o the Stable, being almoſt famiſh'd, he ventur*d to- 
wards them ; and takivg theſe Rural Laſſes for rwocharming Ladies, 
he accoſted 'em in very obliging Lanuage, a Swinheard blowing 
his Horn to call his Hogs tothe Sty. Don Qu4ore gave a ſtart, t:king 
it for a Trimpet to give Netice cf hiz Arrival; And while he was 
now grown big wit"'the Expectation of ſone ſtrange Event, the 
Maſter of the |nn came out, and ſeeinga Mar armed in an unconth 
man'er at his Gat?, he went to him, anJdeſir'd to know the occaſion 
of his coming : Don Quixre taking him for: the Gyvernour of the 
Caſtle, to!d him, after a Courteous Salate," who he was, and that he 
was com? in q-eft. of Adyentures :* The lnnkeeper (who was a C111 
ning Knarve) perceiving his blind fide, welcom'd him to his Caſtſc, as 
he term*d it, the better to rumour him ; He no- ſooner alighted, bt 
he got Rezinante pit in o theStuble ; when the two Damſels were 
were very offi:ios to unarm him, which they dil pretty,xeagil., z 
till they cameco take off his Bzaver, which the Armdarer jn fict.vg 
it hrd thruſt on fo clofe, that hoy inva n End;avour'd to pull it 0%, 
and fo was fzin to make a vertue of Necelſity, aad ſecing it cou'd not 
be got off, be condented to mike an 014d ſort of Fignre with it 01, 
But finding Knight-Errantry weu'd'nt do withour victuals,he Enqui.'d 
what was tO be had in the Ciſtle, ficting to accommodate a Perfon of 
his Quality? And being anſ«ce'd, That it was the Cuſtom of the 
Place to feed on Trouts, hedeclar'd he lov'd ?em above all other Fiſh; 
bu tho? inſtecd of Trout, they brought him only poor Jack, aid 
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Bread aloft as black as his Boots, .with Water inſtead -of what they 
call'd Champaing Wine, yet when he went to eat, he met with an odd 
fort of Obſtacle to his Eating ; for he cou'd not without great dif- 
ficulty ger. at his Mouth; his Beaver ſtanding in the way : 1n this 
Diftrets delicing- ſume help, that his hungry Stomack might 119: be 
tantaliz'd when tuch Provifien was before him, the two officious 1)am- 
ſels undertook to aſſiſt him, ramming in the poor Jack with a Pyudding- 
ſtick, whilſt the Tapſter with a Futine), putting the little end into 
his Mouth, poured the. Water fo faſt in at the g:eater, that Don 
Quixote was ford to cry out, Hold, hold, Sir Knight, or I ſhall be 
over ſet, Whilſt they were Employ'd in helping ouc Knight-Errang, 
in com:s a Sow-g:lder to ſce,for Lodging, who blowing his Horn, 
Don, Q»ixerc beliey dit was oaly Muſick, playing to him while he was 
at Supper; being corlijnicd that the Txa Wenches were Ladics of 
great Quality, who where kept Prifners there ; and whom the Go- 
verncuc of the Caſtle heing gBnight of great Huwanity, treated ac- 
cording to their Quality. _ © Im 

Sup,.cr being En andthe cloth drawn, on Qu':ccte was ſeiz'd 
with a very killing Tonſideration, which was, that the Honour of 
Knight hood: had not yet been conferr*d apen him, fer want of 
which he could not undertake any Noble Enterprize: In this deplo- 
rable condition, the only Remedy. he bad, was to implore the Go- 
vernour ct the Caſtle to dub him a Knightz declaring that without 
promiling t» do fo, he wow? not depart from the Caſtle ,, the cun- 
ning Hoſt ſmil'd at this Propoſal, hoping to makea Penny of him ; 
and therefore rcadily promis'd kim to do it ig the morvirg; azd that 
accofding to the Rules' of Knightheod, he. muli this night, by way 
of Pennance watch his Armour ig the Baſe-court: Don Quixote over- 
joy'd ke ſhon'd be madea Knigh”, willingly condeſcends to the Pen- 
nance and fo his Armour was forthwita brovght into th2 Court, 
and taid\ipon the Ciſtern where the Carriers were uſed to water their 
Horſes ;* which he fancied to be an &ltar, and ſo watch. d devoutly 
with tis Lance in his Hanel, calling on the Name of his Elected Lady 
Dutlcinea del Toboſo, to influence him with her powerful tharms, that 
he'might be able to co thoſe things that were worthy of her. But 
whilſt le was thus contemplating his Miſtreſs, comes in a rude Car- 
ricr to water his Horſes, who knowing nothing of the matter, re- 
moved th? Armovr, chrowing it on the Ground, thathe n:1ght the 
more readily come a the Ciltern ; and this he did, An 
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Don Quixite had forbid him, how hardy a Knight foever he were, 
ro touch it on peril of his Life; which Afﬀeort of the Carrier's 
nad ſo enraged him that he Jent him ſach a Blow on the Pate with 
the Trancheon end of his Lance, that he laid him ſprawling on the 
Ground; and then took up the Armour aid plac'd it on the Ciltern 
again ; which he had no ſooner done, butanother Carrier came and 
ſery'd it as the former, onthe ſame account, Don Quixote was fo en- 
raged at this ſecond Afront,tbat without any.more a do,lifting up his 
dead-doing Wand, he fery*d-him like the other, fo that he foll down 
with his Noſe direCt}y in his:Compoſterivrs,* Bur ſome looking out 
of the Windows, and by the helpof the Monn- light bzholding rheſ- 
violent Effoi ts of oar Knight Errant, cried ont, MHurther, wiich gi- 
. ving the Alarm to the whole Inn; allthe;Carriers cama ruaning in 
their S'icts to attack him; but the valiant Don Q#;xore being on his 
Guard, the (toute/t of *eai durſt nat come nar him ; however, they 
paulted him at a Diſtange with fich a Shower of Scones as had beat 
out his Brains, had not his Beaver fery*d inſtead of 2 Shield to defend 
him. A 

The Inn-kreeper hearing ofthis accidental Skirmiſh, foon came and 
made all quiet, carryingygia tho'e that were hurt, which were only ſtun- 
ned, and not ſlain ywhich by ſome timely Applications were ſoon reco- 
vered. Whilſt Dop Quixote did net alittle value himſeif, for the Ex- 
ecution he had done-ypon the Affront that had been offer'd him : 
The Ina-keeper, fearing ſome other Seuſfle gvight happen, which might 
peradyenture preve;t him from getting whas Money our deſign- 
ed Knight had about him, was wilting to expedite "the Ceremony 
as much as poſſible; it being by this time break of Day, and fo telling 
himthe time to dub him a Knight was now come, Don Quixote was 
very well pleagd, and kneeling down ina Puddle of Water,and ſwear- 
ing himupon an inverted half Peck,jthe Rules of the Order of Knigh*t- 
hood was read to him out of an old Account-Book ; andthen giving 
him two or three luſty Blows over the Shonlders, whichalmo' made 
him ia as bad a Condition as he had madethetwo Carriers, he pro- 
nounced theſe Words, 1 command you to riſe up thrice theft illuſtrious and 
noble Don Quixote, Knight of the Order of the Mancha. Which, noz- 
withſtandiny the Roughneſs of his three Blows, he did very contented- 
ly, thankiog his Hoſt (whom he took for the Governour of the Caſtlz) 
tor thit high Favour z and then came the Damſels to gird on his 
Sword and faſten his Spars z which while they were doing, tr.ey pick?d 
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it's Poc*cts of his ten DBuccatcons, 1 aving bim not a Souſs where- 
with to bleſs hizfelf: Which thesInn-teeper perceiving, kaſtei,?q 
his Departure what he co.2d. Oily, as every Knight has fome Par- 
Licular Device, by which he is both known and call'd, ſo he willed 
Don Quixo'e to procure white A!mour as ſoon as he could, that he 
inizht be calld the Knight of 7 hs Wiite! Armonr, This pleagd our 
Hero, bt becauſe he knew nct readily how to procure it, Þe defic'd he 
might ſtay till he could ſend ard yrocoere them; which being contrary 
ro what the lan-keeper delign'd, Fe propoſed to chalk his Armour 
Over, and ſo it wou'd paſs well :znovgh for white : This was well ac- 
cep ed on, and as ſoon done; then mounting on Rexinante, and thank- 
in: the Governour of the Caſtle for-all his Favonrs, he ſet Spurs to 
hi Horſe, and rid away in ſearch of his go5d Fortune ; leaving rhe 
Wenchis and their Hoſt to'make merry with the Money they had ta- 
Kea from him, and wlich ke never milt.

Errenting, to which End he choſe $ancho Pancha for bis Squire z with 
whom be goes ont in ſearch of Adventures, and Encounter'd with a 
Windmil in ftead of A Grant ; his bad Sweeeſs therein ; and of otheys 
remarkable Adventwres. 
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JT was no ſmall Trouble to Don Quixvre, to loſehis Library ; for 
[| ſeeing now he could not conſult with his Books about the Laws of 

'Knight-Errantry, he was: fain to have recourſe to his own Memory ; 
and from thencefurniſt'd himſelf the beſt he could : And recolle&ting 

himſelf, he found it always uſual for Knight-Errants to have Squires 

to attend em; the want of which helook'd uponto be the principal 

Occaſion of his late Misfortunes : Having reſolv'd upon a Squire, the 

next thing was, who muſt be he? And he had no ſooner put this 

Queſtion to himſelf, but ſtraight it came into his Mind, that there 

was 2 Fellow who was a near Neighbour of his, that had as little Wir, 
and as many Maggots almoſt as himſelf : This Man he pitch'd upon, 

as one worthy of the Honour of his Eſquire z and going immediately
